Moved In 1810 


The Royal Mint wns ostab- 
Ushed near Tower Hill, on the 
north bunie of the River Thames, 
in 928 AD by King Athetstan. 


For over 500 years, fram the 
yew 1900, ot wa. actually 
within the Tower of ‘London, 
the ancient’ fortress and former 
Royal Palace, near Tower HiIL 


Then, In 1810, it was moved 
a few hundred yards away to 
the alte of a former ‘14th 
century Clsterclan Abbey, on 
dhe cust side of Tower Hill 
where It still stands, * 


For years after, its establish- 
ment, the Royal Mint, however, 
did not have the monopoly — of 
making the coinage tn circulta- 
tlon In this country, 


Athelstan, grandson of Alfred 
the Great, declared that Gre 
minting of money was a Royal 
prerogative, but dhe was unable, 
In practice, to retain this 
privilege to himself: And up 
fo the time of Edward IV 
(1461-1483), there were 0 num- 
ver of private mints at which 
merchants, jandowners, Arch- 
bishops und others produced the 
money to bo used Ip thelr own 
areas, . 


One Denomination 


During the first flve  cen- 
turles of its existence, the Mint 
‘colned only one denomination 
of currency—the silver: penny.’ 
Then gold: colns were minted 
und the range of colnage cx- 
tended from a farthing to £5.

The’ most famous of the 
Masters of the Mint was Sir 
Isanc . Newton, the famous 
mathematician, swho first ¢x- 
pounded the Inw of gravity and 
who ,was Master from 1698 
until he died 28 years later. 


One strange thing about tho 
Mint is that though {t contains 
so much wealth—the very 
sweepings from the floor are 
worth about £2,000 a year—it 
seems rarely to have — tempted 
the criminal.
